New London, Conn.. March 20.— 


One of the most appalling accident* 
in the history of the passenger ser- 
vice on Long Island Sound occurred 
soon after midnight this morning. 


The Steamer Taunton, one of the 


freight boats of the Fall River line, 
crashed into the passenger 
steamer 


Plymouth, on which there were up- 
wards of 500 passengers. 


They were steeping peacefully in 


the* berths when the crash came, and 
several lives were crushed out in a 
twinkling. 


For a time after the crash,, and 


when the boats 
had separat'eij, it 


was faared that the Plymouth" might 
sink at once. 


The officers remained cool through- 


out. 
They mustered the 
crews at 


stations and prepared for the launch- 
ing of two boats and the life rafts, 
while a special squad under one of 
the mates was told off to investigate 
the extent of the injury to the steam- 
er. 


The pumps were tried and it wa» 


found that the 
Plymouth was not 


making water enough to indicate any 
danger of sinking, and then the en- 
gines were started once more and 
the captain headed tor New London. 


Six were dead or fatally 
injured, 


while nearly a dozen more were in a 
precarious condition.

3ach of them from going down.

far as the value of ta« service they 
rendr-red -was concerned.

A NEW CASTLE GUNNER IN A 


GREAT NAVAL BATTLE. 


The following affidavit from a na- 


tive of New Castle, made when he 
was seventy-nine years of age, 
is 


self-explanatory: 


"I, Benjamin Trefethen of Boston, 


morn on New Castle island, 
Ports- 


mouth, N. H, January 18, 1790, have 
resided in Boston since 1828 to the 
present time. 


In the year 1812, I shipped on 


board the frigate Chesapeake, then 
lying in Nantasket Roads, in the har- 
oor of Boston; went on board Dec. 
9, l|pr.\ The Chesapeake was at 
that ^mef« commanded by Samuel 


Stopped with five others in 
dij by 
Ijieuljenant 
Budd, 


and came immediately to Boston. 


"The last of May, 1813, the frigate 


Shannon, commanded by 
Captain 


Broke, made her appearance off Bos- 
ton harbor. On the first day of June 
the 
Chesapeake, 
commanded 
by 


Captain James Lawrence, who suc- 
ceeded Captain Evans, 
got under 


weigh and proceeded down the har- 
bor under full sail to meet the Shan- 
non, at that time standing in. The 
Shannon very 
soon 
tacked 
and 


stood off. 


"When in the offing near Marble- 


head betwen two and three o'clock 
p. m., as near as I can recollect, the 
action commenced. The Chesapeake 
had the weather-gage and engaged 
the Shannon, the guns on the lar- 
board side bearing upon the 
star- 


uoard side of the Shannon. We were 
so near that I cannot say which fired 
the first gun., the firing was so near 
together. 
As we passed the Shan- 


non we fired two broadsides. 


"I belonged to the third gun In the 


spar deck, and while looking to see 
the effect of the shot while firing, a 
annon 
ball 
from 
the 
Shannon 


passed over my head and took off 
the heed of John White, our sailing 
master.

THE OLD PISCATAQUA BRIDGE. 


One hundred and nine years ago 


—early 
in 
1794—the 
legislature 


granted a charter incorporating "a 
lumber of persons belonging to this 
tcvrn and their associates 
for 
the 


purpose of building a bridge over 
Piscataqua river, by the name of the 
Proprietors of 
Piscataqua Bridge." 


rlaving mado every necessary pre- 
paration, worK was commenced the 
beginning of April, and the structure 
was so far completed on November 
25 us to be passable and toll was 
taken. The bridge connected 
th« 


towns of Newington and 
Durham 


Just below the outlet of Little Bay. 
It was 2362 feet long, and thirty 
eight feet wide. 
*Pho river over 


which it passed was upwards ot fifty 
feet deep at high water The bridge 
was thus described: 


From 
tho 
Newington. shore 
a 


stono 
abutment 
extended 
several 


foot In the water. The bridge was 
then supported by »!!<>«, five of which 
were strongly framed and braced to- 
gether and driven into the bottom of 
tho river. Strong braces were laid 
from the cap ot one met of pile* to 
another and on thorn tho planks or 
flooring of tho bridgo was secured. 
This mode of construction extended 
M far M Rock Island, on -which there 
was a string stone abutment, with 


another ou tie shore of Goat Uiand. 
Prom one of these abutments to the 
other an 
arch vras thrown, 
the 


chord of which was 241 feet, 
six 


inches. The arch was composed o! 
three tiers of girders, the lower one 
being sixteen feet from the 
chord 


and twenty feet irom the water at 
high tide. The second tier supported 
the pranking on which the 
road 


pas«ed, which was on a larger scale 
to facilitate the traveling. 
The up- 


per tier answered the 
purpose of 


the railing. There were three sets 
or girders, one on each side and one 
in the middle of the^ bridge, which 
were so braced and framed together 
as 10 make the vhole strong and 
firm. This arch 
was 
construct- 


ed by Timothy Palmer of Newbury- 
port, on a model entirely new. The 
remainder of the bridge from Goat 
Island to the Durham shore was built 
on piles and there was a draw for 
vessels to pass through. 


It took 3,000 tons of oak timber, 


2,000 tons 
of piae timber, 80,000 


four-inch planks, .twenty tons of iron 
and 8,000 tons of stone to construct 
the bridge. 
The whole cost was 


$62,000. This bridge was 
in exis- 


tence many years, but all that can 
now be seen are badly demoralized 
abutments.

It was Professor Huf eland's opinion

That which quickly comes to 
maturity quickly perishes, and the ear- 
lier complete development is reached 
the sooner bodily decay ensues. More 
women reach old age than men, but 
more men attain remarkable longevity, 
than women. Horned animals are short- 
er lived than those without horna, 
fierce longer than timid and amphibi- 
ous creatures longer than those which' 
inhabit the air. The pike will continue 
to live for 150 or ITS years, and the 
common turtle is good for at least a 
century. Passing up the scale of Hf» 
to man and skipping the patriarchs, w» 
find many recorded instances of ex- 
traordinary longevity. 


The ancient Egyptians lived three 


times as long as the modern "lotus eat- 
ers." 
Instances of surprising and au- 


thentic longevity among the classic 
Greeks and Romans are not at all rare. 
Pliny notes the fact that in the reign 
of the Emperor Vespasian (76 A. D.) 
there were 124 men living in a limited 
area on the river Po who were 100 
years old and upward. Three of these 
were 140 and seven others over 130. 
Cicero's wife lived to be 103, and the 
Roman actress Luceja played in public 
after she had celebrated her .one hun- 
dred and twelfth birthday.

The water spider carries air down 


with it when it dives. Dr. McCook 
saw one remain forty-five minutes un- 
der the water. One water soidet build* 
a nest under the water attached to tbe 
stem of some plant and in the shape of 
a diving bell, with the opening down- 
ward. It fills this bell with air by tak- 
ing down a bubble at a time. Coming 
to the surface, it incloses an air bubble 
under its body and instantly descends. 
Getting under the nest, the bubble la 
allowed to escape into it, and this proc- 
ess continues until the nest is full ot 
air. 
The spider then lays Its eggs 


there, inclosed in a cocoon, and leaves 
them to grow in this under water pal- 
ace, safe from all flying foes. 
When 


these water spiders are seen under wa- 
ter, they look like little balls of shining 
silver. Little bubbles of air seem to 
cling among the hairs of their bodies. 
As spiders, like insects, breathe tbe air 
at little holes along the whole length 
of the body, they can easily make use 
of these bubbles of air for breathing.— 
London Opinion.

THE SMALL FARMER. 


A Michigan mau presents the conclu- 


sions gathered from twenty years of 
active work in the growing of grape* 
for market as follows in Rural New; 
Yorker: Beginning with the vine as' 
received from the nursery, it is best to! 
cut back to one or two good buds and j 
plant the vine so these will be just' 
above the surface of the ground. If the j 
trellis has been built, which Is alway», 
a good practice to follow, drive a email

peg about six inches long into the 
ground close to the vine and run a 
string of tarred hemp or some other 
waterproof cordage from this peg to 
the top of the wire of the trellis to act 
as a guide for the young vine and to 
protect it against the influence of the 
wind and to insure an upright growth. 
This hrings us to the end of the first 
year, and if the vine has made a fairly 
good growth It is now ready to take 
some form of training. 


From long and practical experience 


with a number of the different meth- 
ods of training in the same vineyard, 
the writer has concluded, aJl things 
considered, that a modification of what 
is known »3 the Kniffen, or more prop- 
erly speaking a combination of the 
Kniffen and drooping methods, is the 
simplest, cheapest and by far tL« most 
practical. This consists in having two 
wires, one at the top and one fourteen 
inches below it, strung on posts stand- 
ing not less than five and a half feet 
apart, and with the wires drawn taut 
it will give room to pass under the 
trellis whenever it may be found con- 
venient to do so. Assuming that the 
growth has reached the top of the 
trellis, tie the vine to the top wire with 
a piece of twine or ralBa. just enough 
to hold it in place without injury, then 
cut it off above the wire. As soon as 
the buds have grown a i'ew inches «r 
before they have made too much 
growth, select the four strongest canes 
next under and running parallel with 
the wires. Tie them along their respec- 
tive wires and remove all others. This 
brings us to the end of the second sea- 
son, and all will admit that it is neither 
difficult nor complicated to grow a vine 
as represented in the .figure. 


At the beginning of the third season 


we have a vine consisting of an up- 
right two years old and four horizon- 
tal canes one year old respectively. 
As the fruit is produced on the current 
year's growth, it is readily seen that 
as few or as many may be allowed 
to grow as are desired, according to 
the habit and vigor of the viaie. Ou 
the free growing varieties, such as the 
Concord, Brighton and Niagara, it ti 
best to remove every other bud, while 
on the short jointed sorts, as the Aga- 
wam and many other well known 
kinds, every third bud will give all the 
wood that the vine should grow and 
supply, with a proper balance between 
root and top. It must be understood' 
that the canes selected for the fruiting1 
ones are not, to be allowed to grow at 
random, but after they have made 
three or four leaves besides the ones 
opposite the grape clusters, they are 
to be shortened in and kept so aud 
thus force the strength of the vine 
Into the fruit and not have it wasted 
in the production of useless wood. 


Cream City Tomato. 


If I were going to plant four acres 


to tomatoes for a market that demand- 
ed the dark or purplish carmine tint 
of skin color, I should be inclined this 
year to try a part, at least if I wanted 
an early one, with Cream City. Al- 
though it was our first season with 
this and was not given its best oppor- 
tunity, it proved itself to be excep- 
tionally early, of smooth and fair skin, 
a lovely shade and good, even run in 
general, in fact, far above the average 
size and of a good, solid fiesh and us 
prolific as Stone or Golden Sunrise. It 
is more nearly of the color of Beauty 
than any other that I call to mind at 
present. If wanted for later use, then 
I would plant Truckers' Favorite or 
Beauty.—Cor. American Gardening.

Poultry Give* Quick: Return*. 


Poultry offers one ;;ocd source and la 


not likely to ha overdone for a long 
time to come. Small fruit can bo made 
another source, and this, too, is iu no 
danger of being overdone, as the de- 
mand for small fruit Is growing con- 
stantly. Both of the above specials 
will give almost immediate results and 
enable the farmer to reap his benefits 
almost from the start. Out of dooi 
vegetables .offer another special which 
might be made very profitable by im- 
proved methods of cultivation with 
horsepower. The above named specials 
could be subdivided and only a particu- 
lar branch followed, as poultry for 
eggs only or early broilers or capons. 
This latter should be especially studied 
up by the young farmers without da- 
lay as offering one of the best paying 
specialties that can be adopted. 


Fruit Specialties. 


Strawberries offer a big paying spe- 


cial, and there are those who make this 
their only source of income und are 
making money at it. Raspberries aud 
blackberries are another source and 
might £0 together, and cost but little to 
start with. Peaches and plums are al- 
ready an exclusive ami prolituble spe- 
cialty with many. A man living in 
central Massachusetts told me hist 
summer thnt if he was a young man 
starting out in life anew he would 
make peaches his only branch, exclud- 
ing all other lines of farming. Follow- 
ing this course of procedure, I have no 
doubt any one could make peaches a 
mcrtt decided success. 


Veffetuijles That Pay. 


Squashes, among the vegetables, of- 


fer one of the best paying specialties 
•where conditions of soil are favorable, 
PS prices are generally good aud they 
are by no means a hard crop to raise. 
Onions, already a great special crop, 
are profitable, although some growers 
say "no money in onions." but I notice 
they stick <o them. Table beets and 
parsnips are always easy to sell, profit- 
able and easy to raise and good crops 
to ship to city markets. Carrots are 
one of the easiest and ou^lit to be more 
extensively raised both for home use 
and city markets. I rui.srht enumerate 
many other lines to specialize on, but 
let this suffice for the present, and If it 
only sets the small farmer to thinking 
and devising a special branch of farm- 
ing for his own particular practice rny 
purpose is accomplished.
